In descending into the mine, noth 
ing unusual is noticed until a depth 
of SO or SO feet is reached, then ft 
L Bi en that tho silica, calcite and ore, 
together with the surrounding wall 
rook, are a solid, frozen mass.

continues downward

more than 
200 feet, and there are no indications 
of a thaw, summer or winter. 
The whole of the 200 feet of froz­ 
en 
walls is surrounded by 
massive 
rocks. 
The miners, biting unable ic 
excavate the frozen material with pick 
and drill in the usual way, found thai 
the only way to m ine in this peculiar 
bale was to kindle a huge fire against 
the "face” of the tunnel, and in tin 
morning take out the ore that had 
been thawed loose during the night 
In fact, this was the only mode ol 
mining used while going through the 
frozen belt some IO or 15 j’ears since 
The tunnel Is Hon many hundred feet 
deep, and still there is no diminution 
of the frost. 
There is, so far as can be seen, ne 
opening or channel through which the 
frost could possibly have reached such 
a depth from the surface. 
Besides 
this, there art* many other mines in 
the same vicinity in a like frozen 
state. 
The theory is that tho rock was de­ 
posited in glacial times, when there 
was cold enough to freeze tile very
